Mere Scraps Of Paper 


International relations would be in less of a mess 
today if treaties had the binding force they once had 
or were supposed to have. At this particu lar m om ent 
we have Egypt, denouncing unilaterally its 1936 treaty 
with Britain and Iran m aking hash of a w ritten 
agreement w ith the B ritish on its oil. And the Soviet 
government m aintained from its beginnings, ‘ Govern­ 
ments that spring from a revolution are not bound 
to respect the obligations of fallen governm ents.” 
Soviet Foreign M inister VLshinsky has com plained 
because Pre>ident T rum an told the whole world th a t 
an agreem ent w ith th e Soviet Union Is not w orth a 
scrap of paper.” Well, our S tate D epartm ent insists 
that the R ussians have violated th eir 1921 treaty w ith 
Iran <as reaffirm ed in 1928 and again in 1942), th e ir 
treaty of August, 1945, with Chiang K ai-shek's C hina, 
the peace treaties w ith the form er Nazi satellite states, 
to say nothing of the Y alta agreem ents of February, 
1945, the Potsdam declaration of July, 1945, Allied 
armistice agreem ents, and decisions of the Council of 
Foreign M inisters. 
The R ussians on th eir side insist th a t th e peace 
treaty w ith Jap an recently signed a t San Francisco 
was a violation of treaty com m itm ents. Moscow com ­ 
plains also th a t the Allies have no legal rig h t to try, 
as they are now trying, to revise th e Italian peace 
treaty w ith or w ithout th e consent of the Soviet Union, 
a treaty signatory. 
After G erm any opened World W ar I by violating 
the treaty on Belgian neu trality to which G erm any 
had been a party, C hancellor B ethm ann-H ollw eg told 
the Reichstag: “Necessity knows no law . . . The 
wrong we have done, wTe will try to m ake good as soon 
as our m ilitary objectives have been reached.” W hen 
Great B ritain cited the violation of Belgian n e u tra l­ 
ity as grounds for declaring war, G erm any accused 
the British of going to w ar over a “scrap of paper.” 
Yet after the w*ar the B ritish and French allowed 
Hitler to make scraps of paper of clauses of the Ver­ 
sailles peace treaty, beginning in 1936 w ith th e clause 
forbidding rearm am en t of the R hineland. H itler’s ex­ 
cuse was that the treaty had been “dictated.” B ut his 
actions were violations also of the Locarno treaties, 
which G erm any had signed voluntarily. 
M eantim e Jap an by its m ilitary invasion of M an­ 
churia had violated the League of N ations Covenant, 
the K ellogg-B riand treaty, and the W ashington Nine- 
Power Treaty. And in 1936 Italy ’s undeclared w ar in 
Ethiopia violated Article 12 of th e League of N ations 
Covenant, according to the League Council itself. The 
covenant was in th e form of an intern atio n al treaty. 
Nazi G erm any concluded a treaty of alliance with 
Communist Russia In August, 1939, b u t the treaty did 
not prevent the Nazis from Invading Russia less th a n 
two years later. The Soviet Union in tu rn denounced 
unilaterally the Soviet-Finnish non-aggression treaty 
of 1932. And it was agreed a t th e Y alta conference 
that the Soviet Union would enter the w ar against 
Jap an , despite the Soviet-Japanese five-year n o n -ag ­ 
gression and neutrality treat** of April. 1941. 
In tern atio n al law r 
»**aties is an accretion of 
generally understood principles. 
T reaties 
generally 
provide for th eir own term ination. B ut it has been 
held, according to Bouvie. *s legal dictionary, th a t 
“when a treatv becomes dangerous to th e life of a 
gtate or incom patible w ith the independence of a state 
or a perm anent obstacle to th e developm ent of its con­ 
stitu tio n or th e rights of its people, it can be abro­ 
g a te d ” 
A treaty may properly be broken, too, “when the 
condition of affairs which formed the basis of the 
treaty has become so modified by time that its execu­ 
tion has become contrary to the nature of things and 
the original intent of the parties.” The United States 
holds that a treaty with another power is autom atic­ 
ally abrogated when that power is conquered by or in ­ 
corporated into another state. G reat B ritain has tradi­ 
tionally taken the opposite position.

The Complaints O f 
The Hysterical 


A 
group 
of 
50 
women 
wuth 
hysteria was studied recently and 
was found to have a total of 1,153 
medical complaints. These varied 
from 
headache 
and 
nausea 
to 
numbness and fits. A similar sur­ 
vey of 50 healthy women unearthed 
only 177 symptoms. 
Hysteria 
has 
been 
recognized 
since antiquity. As demonstrated in 
this investigation, the majority of 
victims are plagued by innumer­ 
able types of discomfort. These are 
not imaginary but of emotional 
origin and the physician is unable 
to detect any physical abnormality 
to account for them. The suffers 
look healthy and even cheerful, yet 
they talk as though they were “not 
long for this world.” This manner 
and attitude distinguish the hys­ 
terical subject from individuals wttth 
the usual illnesses. 


In the study mentioned, each 
patient totaled from 11 to 35 symp­ 
toms. More than 94 per cent of the 
series were bothered with headache 
and more than 70 per cent spoke of 
a lump in the throat, nausea, loss of 
appetite, abdominal pain, inability 
to eat certain foods, shortness of 
breath, palpitation of the heart, 
anxiety attacks or dizzy spells. Dis­ 
turbances of the menstrual, sexual, 
and 
reproductive 
functions 
also 
were con||non; 98 per cent presented 
sexual symptoms of some type, the 
most common of which was indif­ 
ference. Aches and pains in the 
back, joints, and extremities were 
mentioned. 
Fainting 
spells, 
fits, 
trances, 
nervousness, 
depression, 
blurred vision, and transient blind­ 
ness also were high on the list. One 
woman reported: “I'm sore all over. 
Can’t explain it. I've been sick all 
my life. It has taken $10,000 to 
keep me alive. This is my 76th hos­ 
pitalization.” 
The hysteria patient also is talka­ 
tive and loves t-o relate dramatic 
incidents associated with previous 
Illnesses, hospitalization, and hap­ 
penings in her personal life. The 
patients are friendly, especially to 
the medical profession, which is 
strange considering how little they 
receive in return. T^hese patients 
often admit they have not been 
helped by any previous treatment.

Truman's Move At Vatican Appointment M ay Hurt Democrats; G O P Fears 


Probe O f Ohio Election; Anti-Catholic Letter Circulated In Taft's Behalf 


Finnegan's Day 
The picture of the life of a collector of internal 
revenue, as draw n by Jam es P. Finnegan in his te sti­ 
m ony before a House Ways and M eans subcom m ittee 
is entrancing. Finnegan, a large and genial back- 
alapper, who held th is post for seven years in St. 
Louis, has had some trouble rem em bering dates, 
am ounts of m oney and th e like. B ut his account of 
■ how he ran his office during those seven enchanted 
years holds, nevertheless, a certain charm . 
Finnegan w*as no tax expert, he told th e com m ittee, 
and never pretended to be one. He took th e collector’s 
lob only on condition th a t he be allowed to continue 
his private law* practice, which brought him in an 
average of $33,000 a year from 1947 to 1949. He spent 
as m any as tw*o, three and som etim es four hours a 
day in his office as collector. B ut he found th e job 
to be taking too m uch of his tim e. 
So, Finnegan says, he tried three tim es to resign 
but President T rum an kept asking him to stay on. He 
was even so relaxed th a t he forgot to collect $2,444 of 
his ow*n income tax due the governm ent. 
Well, it’s nice work if you ran get it, and there 
are people who m ight be able to hear up under the 
strain of working two or three hours a day for $10,000 
a year es**n if the husky Finnegan cannot. B ut they 
a re n ’t often offered th a t kind of Job while th e 
Finnegans seem to have trouble resigning them . 


Japan Makes An Offer 
Having learned th a t a straig h t swap of m anufac­ 
tured goods for raw m aterials does n o t appeal to the 
Asiatic nations. Jap an has m ade a new offer. Tokyo 
now proposes to exchange capital goods—probably 
m achinery—and technical skill for rubber and tin, 
am ong other item s. 
If a deal of this sort can be arranged on m utually 
satisfactory term s, it m ight w-ork out reasonably satis­ 
factorily, C ountries on the Asian m ainland are ex­ 
trem ely backw ard in m anufacture. Jap an , of course, 
has both the experience and ability to m ake goods 
cheaply and profitably. T h a t’s why her com petition is 
feared by her neighbors. 
If. therefore. Japan Is w-illire to furnish both m a­ 
chines and know-how*, the Asiatic nations should not 
sum m arily reject the offer which has been m ade. They 
would gain, as w*e!l as Japan, by th a t kind of bargain. 


Sowing The Wheat 
Fifteen m illion acres of K ansas soil are going into 
w heat for next year’s harvest. K ansas is the n atio n ’s 
prem ier w heat state, and produces approxim ately 20 
per cent of the national crop. 
The seeding, now m ore th a n half com pleted, is 
going forw ard under favorable conditions, w ith suffi­ 
cient m oisture to insure early germ ination and early 
grow th against the hazards of w inter. This w*as not 
the case last year, and the results w*ere ap p aren t in 
the recent harvest. 
This W’ill not be K ansas' largest planting of w'heat, 
the peak year having been 1938. when 17,000,000 acres 
of Kansas soil were devoted to the crop. 


There also w*ere more admissions 
to the hospitals and a laiger num­ 
ber of operations in this group than 
the ordinary individual encountered. 
The women averaged 6 4 hospitali­ 
zations, as compared with 3.2 per 
woman with a chronic medical ill­ 
ness and 1.2 for healthy control 
subjects. Hospital beds were oc­ 
cupied twice as often as by the 
woman with assorted medical con­ 
ditions such as cancer or ulcer, and 
five times as often as the healthy 
woman. 
These 
50 
patients 
had 
undergone a total of 190 major op­ 
eration* in their lifetimes, which 
again is far in excess of the figure 
in a control series. In 72 per cent, 
the appendix had been removed 
and 46 per cent had had a pelvic 
operation of one type or another. 
Many readers will conclude from 
this survey that the person with 
hysteria is being exploited by the 
medical profession. This is not true, 
as anyone who has cared for a 
number of such sufferers w'ill tes­ 
tify. They complain so bitterly and 
are so determined that “something 
be done” that physicians may be 
forced to do an exploratory opera­ 
tion. for example, to make absolute­ 
ly certain that organic disease is 
not present. Hysteria in men is not 
common and is observed most fre­ 
quently in military hospitals.

The health may be affected If 
there is any possibility of contam­ 
ination of the drinking water. Con­ 
ditions such as these are more likely 
to result in typhoid fever or amebic 
dysentery rather than the disorders 
you mention. 


WASHINGTON—Republican pun­ 
dits have now had time to take 
careful soundings on the President’s 
appointment of Gen. Mark Clarlfr»to 
the Vatican and have concluded 
that politically it will do the Demo­ 
crats more harm than good. 
At first they feared the surprise 
move would win the big-city Cath­ 
olic vote back to the Democratic 
party—a vote which, because of Mc­ 
Carthy’s semisuccessful cry of State 
Department communism, was defi­ 
nitely slipping over to the Repub­ 
lican side. 
However, 
they 
now 
figure that they can easily label 
the Truman gesture as politics, for 
tw*o reasons: 
1. Although the President had 
talked to General Clark a couple of 
weeks earlier and got his consent 
to serve as Vatican ambassador, he 
did not send the appointment to 
the Senate until late on the last 
day Congress was in session. 
Thus, 
GOP leaders intend to point out, 
Mr. Truman could not have been 
too serious about getting the new 
ambassador confirmed. 
2. The further fact that General 
Clark, a military man, must get a 
special act of Congress to permit 
him to serve, gives him a double 
hurdle to overcome 
and 
further 
postpones the date w*hen he can 
take office. 
Thus 
GOP leaders figure 
the 


President has made the mistake of 
alienating lkrge segments of Pro­ 
testant voters, w*hile gaining no new 
friends among Catholics. 
And thAy 
certainly intend to brand the Vati­ 
can appointment.—when the cam­ 
paign gels hot—as pure politics. 


Hot Potato In Ohio 


Buried in the files of the Senate 
Elections Committee, however, is 
some anti-Catholic campaign litera­ 
ture which has Republican strate­ 
gists much more worried. 
This is 
the reason why the Elections Com­ 
mittee has been teetering back and 
forth trying to make up its mind 
about a real probe of the Ohio 
election. 
Senator Taft made what is now 
considered a serious error by de­ 
manding that the Ohio campaign be 
investigated. 
What he had in mind 
was the large amounts of money 
spent by labor against him. 
But 
what preliminary investigation turn­ 
ed up was: 
1. Around $2,000,000 poured in hv 
all sorts of people to support him. 
2. An anti-Catholic c a m p a i g n 
against his Democratic opponent, 
Jumping Joe Ferguson, a Catholic. 
Highlight of this campaign was 
a letter, dated Oct. 3, 1950, signed 
by Rev. F. R. Stoneburner of Day­ 
ton, a Lutheran, and widely cir­ 
culated throughout Ohio. 
It read: 
Today In Washington

WASHINGTON — Everybody Is 
off 
the 
hook 
now* — politically 
speaking — on the m atter of send­ 
ing an ambassador to the Vatican. 
By deciding not to make a recess 
appointment of Gen. Mark Clark, 
Mr. Truman has saved the day — 
for everybody in politics. 
There 
probably will not be any U. S. am­ 
bassador sent to the Vatican in the 
foreseeable future — largely because 
of the way a vote on the issue Itself 
will be sidetracked. 
Members of Congress in both 
houses will he asked to vote next 
January on whether the law should 
be amended to permit military offi­ 
cers to accept diplomatic posts. 
If 
the resolution isn't adopted, there 
would bp no point in bringing up 
the nomination of General Clark for 
confirmation in the Senate. 
The 
special legislation affecting General 
Clark may never come out of com­ 
mittee in the House — at least not 
until after the 1952 campaign—and, 
if it does, the proposal may be re­ 
jected on the ground that selection 
for diplomatic posts and other civi­ 
lian posts should be made from the 
retired list rather than from officers 
on active duty. 
There are dozens 
of political excuses that can be 
made on the roll calls in Congress 
and issues raised to prevent the 
proposal from coming to a vote or 
from getting a clear expression on 
the issue of a Vatican ambassador 
itself. 


Truman Mill Get Credit 


Mr. Truman, for his part, will get 
whatever political credit he had in 
mind among supporters of the idea 
of sending an ambassador to the 
Vatican, even though it is never 
accomplished. 
Some of the persons who are in a 
position to know' the views of im­ 
portant members of the Catholic 
hierarchy in this country say, how­ 
ever, it was a mistake on the part 
of the President to raise the issue in 
the way he did. because it stimulates 
friction on religious questions. 
Curiously enough, President Tru­ 
man and the state Department did 
not 
follow customary diplomatic 
practice in handling the nomination 
of General Clark. The rule is to ask 
the country to which the ambassa­ 
dor or minister is to be sent whether

the particular Individual is accept­ 
able. 
This procedure is sometimes 
frustrated 
by 
the 
necessity 
for 
prompt action. 
Thus, in the case 
of former Mayor O’Dwyer of New* 
York City, the Mexican government 
learned of the appointment only a 
few hours before it was made, so 
that there was no opportunity to 
express any considered opinion. 
In the case of General Clark, the 
Vatican learned about thp appoint­ 
ment for the first time through the 
newspapers. This, it is said, did not 
please Vatican circles. United Press 
dispatches from 
Rome say that 
“Vatican sources expressed disap­ 
pointment 
over 
the 
manner 
in 
which the nomination of General 
Clark Is being handled.” 


Other Problems 


There are also complications that 
could arise in connection with the 
foreign registration law. It requires 
that all persons w'ho are in any way 
representatives of foreign govern­ 
ments shall register and be subject 
to periodic inspections as to their 
activities. 
One of the Evangelical 
church groups has announced its 
belief that, if the Vatican is a for­ 
eign government, all representatives 
of the church in the United States, 
including priests, would be techni­ 
cally subject to the registration re­ 
quirement. 
There Is, of course, in Washington 
an Apostolic delegate who lives in a 
legation building and carries on 
what has hitherto been unofficial 
correspondence with the V a tic a n . If 
the United States were to send an 
ambassador to the Vatican, the 
Apostolic delegate in Washington 
would become a papal nuncio and a 
full-fledged member of the diplo­ 
matic corps here and w'ould he en­ 
titled to all the privileges and im­ 
munities which are normally grant­ 
ed to the diplomatic members of 
foreign governments by the Ameri­ 
can government. Informal relations 
between the Apostolic legation here 
and the State Department,, without 
formal recognition, it is being sug­ 
gested, could bring to Washington 
all the valuable Information gather­ 
ed by the Vatican from iron curtain 
countries.

The only man who vot.pd against 
it was timid Senator Gillette of 
Iowa, Democrat. 
However, 
when 
the 
Elections 
Committee picked Robert Murphy, 
an experienced Investigator and a 
Catholic, 
as 
its 
counsel, 
Ren. 
Clarence Brown of Ohio, 
a Taft 
leader, blocked the appointment. He 
would not,let a sppcial bill okaying 
Murphy get through the House. 
For W'eeks now the Ohio nrnbe 
has hung fire. 
Committee inves­ 
tigators in Ohio have reported that 
Taft forces officially chalked 
up 
$2,066,592.14 as their total expendi­ 
ture, but a sampling has revpakd 
additional amounts spent, bv county 
and city groups 
One Taft or­ 
ganization, 
“Labor’s 
League 
for 
Taft.” was organized not by labor 
but by J. Eugene Carr, ex-president 
of the Canton Chamber of Com­ 
merce and a radio executive. 
With a full year passed since 
T aft’s election, harassed and har­ 
ried Chairman Gillette finally set 
November 19 as the date for a hear­ 
ing. 
How far It will go remains 
to be seen. 


Organizing For 
Eisenhower 
WASHINGTON 
Sen. Robert A. Taft’s w’onderfully 
unsurprising announcement of his 
candidacy for the Republican nom­ 
ination has had at least one good 
effect that Sen. Taft did not look 
for. It has spurred the Republican 
supporters of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower to tackle the all-important 
problem of organizing their forces. 
Hitherto, the real inner weakness 
of the Eisenhower movement in the 
Republican party has not been the 
uncertainty as to Gen. Elsenhower’s 
future intentions. The real weak­ 
ness has been the character of the 
movement itself—a loose coalition 
of local political potentates, each 
with his own claims and touchiness­ 
es, each eyeing all the others w*ith 
visible suspicion. 
Now, however, the main group­ 
ings in the movement have come 
together at a series of meetings held 
here in Washington by Sens. James 
Duff of Pennsylvania, Irving Ives 
of New York, Frank Carlson of 
Kansas and Henry Cabot Lodge of 
Massachusetts. These senators, act­ 
ing either as plenipotentiaries or as 
principals, have reached agreement 
on certain major points. 
First, the headquarters of the 
Eisenhower movement will be in 
the General’s home state, at To­ 
peka, Kan. The headquarters are 
expected to be opened there rather 
shortly under the joint auspices of 
Sen. Carlson and his partner, Kan­ 
sas National Committeemen Harry 
Darby, and they will most probably 
be placed under Darby’s direction. 
Will Open Office 
Second, what may be called an 
organizing office will also be opened 
almost immediately in Washington.

Taft in certain facts which can now 
be stated on the highest authority.

And 
it is because oI these unseen con­ 
tacts, that the pro-Eisenhower chief­ 
tains declare with such certainty 
that they have no fear their candi­ 
date will not be available at the 
last moment. 
In addition, there is the further 
fact that can now be revealed, that 
certain of these Eisenhower leaders 
have also had representatives work­ 
ing out in the states for a good 
many months, with most hopeful 
responses.

Of Paper 


International relations would be in less of a mess 
oday if treaties had the binding force they once had 
—or were supposed to have At this particular moment 
we ..ave Egypt denouncing unilaterally its 1936 treaty 
with B ritain and Iran making hash of a written 
ASI cement with the British on its oil. And the Soviet 
government m aintained from its beginnings, “Govern­ 
m ents th at spring from a revolution are not bound 
to respect the obligations of fallen governments.’' 
Soviet Foreign M inister Vishinsky has complained 
because “President Trum an told the whole world th a t 
An Agreement with the Soviet Union is not worth a 
scrap of paper.” Well, our State D epartm ent insists 
th a t the Russians have violated their 1921 treaty with 
Iran (as reaffirm ed in 1928 and again in 19421, their 
treaty of August, 1945, with Chiang K ai-shek’s China, 
the peace treaties with the former Nazi satellite states, 
to say nothing of the Yalta agreements of February, 
1945, the Potsdam declaration of July, 1945, Allied 
arm istice agreements, and decisions of the Council of 
Foreign Ministers. 
The Russians on their side insist th a t the peace 
treaty with Japan recently signed at San Francisco 
was a violation of treaty commitments. Moscow’ com­ 
plains also th a t the Allies have no legal right to try, 
as they are now' trying, to revise the Italian peace 
treaty with or without the consent of the Soviet Union, 
A treaty signatory. 
After Germany opened World W ar I by violating 
the treaty on Belgian neutrality to which Germany 
had been a party, Chancellor Bethmann-Hollweg told 
the Reichstag: “Necessity knows no law’ . . . The 
wrong we have done, w'e will try to make good as soon 
as our m ilitary objectives have been reached.” When 
G reat Britain cited the violation of Belgian neutral­ 
ity as grounds for declaring war, Germany accused 
the British of going to war over a “scrap of paper.” 
Yet after the war the British and French allowed 
Hitler to make scraps of paper of clauses of the Ver­ 
sailles peace treaty, beginning in 1936 with the clause 
forbidding rearm am ent of the Rhineland. H itler’s ex­ 
cuse was that the treaty had been “dictated." But his 
Actions were violations also of the Locarno treaties, 
which Germany had signed voluntarily. 
M eantime Japan by its m ilitary invasion of M an­ 
churia had violated the League of Nations Covenant, 
the Kellogg-Briand treaty, and the W ashington Nine- 
Power Treaty. And in 1936 Italy’s undeclared war in 
Ethiopia violated Article 12 of the League of Nations 
Covenant, according to the League Council itself. The 
covenant was in the form of an International treaty. 
Nazi Germany concluded a treaty of alliance with 
Communist Russia In August, 1939, but the treaty did 
not prevent the Nazis from Invading Russia less than 
two years later. The Soviet Union in turn denounced 
unilaterally the Soviet-Finnlsh non-aggression treaty 
of 1932.

since antiquity. As dem onstrated in 
this investigation, the m ajority of 
victims are plagued by innum er­ 
able types of discomfort.

imaginary 
but of emotional 
origin and the physician is unable 
to detect any physical abnorm ality 
to account for them. The suffers 
look healthy and even cheerful, yet 
they talk as though they were “not 
long for this world.” This m anner 
and attitude distinguish the hys­ 
terical subject from individuals with 
the usual illnesses. 


In 
the study mentioned, each 
patient totaled from ll to 35 symp­ 
toms. More than 94 per cent of th# 
series were bothered with headache 
and more than 70 per cent spoke of 
a lump in the throat, nausea, loss of 
appetite, abdominal pain, inability 
to eat certain foods, shortness of 
breath, palpitation of the heart, 
anxiety attacks or dizzy spells. Dis­ 
turbances of the m enstrual, sexual, 
and 
reproductive 
functions 
also 
were concion; 98 per cent presented 
sexual symptoms of some type, the 
most common of which was indif­ 
ference. Aches and pains in the 
back, joints, and extremities were 
mentioned. 
Fainting 
spells, 
fits, 
trances, 
nervousness, 
depression, 
blurred vision, and transient blind­ 
ness also were high on the list. One 
woman reported: ‘T m sore all over. 
C an’t explain it. I ve been sick all 
my life. It has taken $10,000 to 
keep me alive. This is my 76th hos­ 
pitalization.” 
The hysteria patient also is talka­ 
tive and loves to relate dram atic 
in cid e n t associated with previous 
illnesses, hospitalization, and hap­ 
penings In her personal life. The 
patients are friendly, especially to 
the medical profession, w’hich is 
atrange considering how little they 
receive in return. TJhese patients 
often adm it they have not been 
helped by any previous treatm ent.

The picture of the Ii'* of a collector of internal 
revenue, as drawn by Jam es p. Finnegan in his testi­ 
mony before a House Ways and Means subcommittee 
is entrancing.

Louis, has had some trouble remembering dates, 
am ounts of money and the like.

Japan Makes An Offer 


Having learned that a straight swap of m anufac­ 
tured goods for raw m aterials does not appeal to the 
AriaMc nations.

Tokyo 
now proposes to exchange capital goods—probably 
m achinery—and technical skill for rubber and tin, 
among other items. 
If a deal of this sort can be arranged on m utually 
satisfactory terms, it m ight work out reasonably satis­ 
factorily, Countries on the Asian m ainland are ex­ 
tremely backward in m anufacture Japan, of course, 
ha* both the experience and ability to make goods 
cheaply and profitably.

Japan Is w illire to furnish both m a­ 
chines and know-how. the Asiatic nations should not 
summarily reject the offer which has been made. They 
would gain, as well as Japan, by that kind of bargain. 


Sowing The Wheat 


Fifteen million acres of Kansas soil are going into 
wheat for next year’s harvest. Kansas is the nation’* 
prem ier wheat state, and produces approximately 20 
per cent of the national crop. 
The seeding, now more than half completed. Is 
going forward under favorable conditions, with suffi­ 
cient moisture to insure early germination and early 
growth against the hazards of winter. This was not 
the case last year, and the results were apparent in 
the recent harvest. 
This will not be K ansas’ largest planting of wheat, 
the peak year having been 1938, when 17.000,000 acres 
of Kansan soil were devoted to the crop. 


There also were more admissions 
to the hospitals and a larger num ­ 
ber of operation* in this group th an 
the ordinary Individual encountered.

superior popularity. And with such 
men as Gov. Dewey and Sens. Carl­ 
son, Duff and Lodge actively or­ 
ganizing for Eisenhower, and firmly 
declaring their owm certainty that 
Eisenhower will be available, the 
effect on doubting delegates should 
be immediate and im portant. 
Question Remains 
The great question will still re­ 
main. of course, as to whether these 
leaders read Gen. Eisenhower’s in­ 
tention correctly, and as to when 
the General may be able to declare 
his candidacy. But even on this 
head, there is cold comfort for Sen. 
Taft in certain facts which can now 
be stated on the highest authority, 
In brief, several of the Eisenhower 
leaders were in intim ate touch with 
the General prior to his appoint­ 
m ent as NATO commander, when 
he was actually just about to take 
the major step of enrolling himself 
as a Republican. Since the General * 
departure for Europe, these same 
men have m aintained a quiet but 
to them entirely satisfactory and 
encouraging liaison with him. And 
it is because of these unseen con­ 
tacts, that the pro-Eisenhower chief­ 
tains declare with such certainty 
th at they have no fear their candi­ 
date will not be available at the 
last moment. 
In addition, there is the further 
fact that can now’ be revealed, that 
certain of these Eisenhower leader* 
have also had representatives work­ 
ing out in the states for a good 
many months, w’lth most hopeful 
responses. In short, there may still 
be a lot of “ifs” in the Eisenhower 
movement, but it is infinitely less 
iffy than the Taft propagandists so 
hopefully suggest.

By deciding not to make a recess 
appointm ent of Gen. Mark Clark, 
Mr. Trum an has saved the day — 
for everybody in politics. 
There 
probably will not be any U. 6. am ­ 
bassador sent to the Vatican in the 
foreseeable future — largely because 
of the way a vote on the issue itself 
will be sidetracked. 
Members of Congress 
in 
both 
houses will be asked to vote next 
January on whether the law should 
be amended to perm it m ilitary offi­ 
cers to accept diplomatic posts. 
If 
the resolution isn t adopted, there 
would be no point in bringing up 
the nomination of General Clark for 
confirmation in the Senate. 
The 
special legislation affecting General 
Clark may never come out of com­ 
m ittee in the House — a t least not 
until after the 1952 cam paign—and, 
if it does, the proposal may be re­ 
jected on the ground th at selection 
for diplomatic posts and other civi­ 
lian posts should be made from the 
retired list rather than from officer* 
on active duty. 
There are dozens

express any considered opinion. 
In the case of General Clark, the 
Vatican learned about the appoint­ 
ment for the first time through the 
newspapers. Thi*. it is said, did not 
please Vatican circles.

Clark is being handled.” 


Other Problem* 


There are also complications that 
could arise in connection with the 
foreign registration law. it requires 
th at all persons who are in any way 
representatives of foreign govern­ 
ments shall register and be subject 
to periodic inspections as to their 
activities. 
One of the Evangelical 
church groups has announced Its 
belief that, if the Vatican Is a for­ 
eign government., all representative* 
of the church in the United States, 
including priests, would be techni­ 
cally subject to the registration re­ 
quirement. 
There is, of course, in W ashington 
an Apostolic delegate who lives in a 
legation building and carries on 
what has hitherto been unofficial 
correspondence with the Vatican. If 
the United States were to send an 
ambassador 
to the 
Vatican, 
the 
Apostolic delegate in W ashington 
would become a papal nuncio and a 
full-fledged mem ber of the diplo­ 
matic corps here and would be en­ 
titled to all the privileges and im­ 
munities which are normally g ran t­ 
ed to the diplomatic members of 
foreign governments by the Ameri­ 
can government. Inform al relations 
between the Apostolic legation here 
and the State Department, without 
formal recognition, it is being sug­ 
gested, could bring to W ashington 
all the valuable Information gather­ 
ed bv the Vatican from iron curtain 
countries.

Dr. E. Carlton Abbott, school sup­ 
erintendent, turned down Coron- 
way’s request.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (JF) — A 
Senate investigating committee to­ 
day criticized home-front training 
conditions at some U. 8. Marine 
bases as contributing to low morale 
among the leathernecks and wasting 
the taxpayers’ money. 
Citing widespread complaints, the 
committee’s report singled out a 
variety of cases ranging from poor 
food and flimsily protected open- 
air showers to overstaffing in “chair 
corps” positions. 
The report recommended that wo­ 
men replace some of the able-bodied 
desk men. 
At the Pentagon, a Marine spokes­ 
man told reporters: 
‘The Marine Corps is studying the 


report with a view of taking cor­ 
rective action where indicated.” 
Several camp commandants cri­ 
ticized in the report promised sim­ 
ilar “corrective” steps. 
The report w'as issued by Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson (D-Tex) as chair­ 
man of a preparedness subcommittee 
of the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee. It was the 31st report of the 
subcommittee since it was set up as 
| a “watchdog” over the nation’s mo­ 
bilization program. 
The group said it found dissatis­ 
faction and low morale — particul­ 
arly among reservists recently called 
to duty — at three Marine bases: 
El Toro and Camp Pendleton in 
California and Camp LeJeune in 
North Carolina.

It was the 31st report of the 
subcommittee since it was set up as 
a "watchdog” over the nation’s mo­ 
bilization program.

transfusions Into an artery in cases 
where the usual method—into a 
vein—would have been too little and 
too late. 
In the standard transfusion tech­ 
nique, blood drains slowly—usually 
by gravity—from a bottle Into a 
vein. Since blood flow's relatively 
slowly through the veins, long and 
precious minutes often elapse be­ 
fore it reaches the heart and then 
the arteries. 
But a man suffering sudden, mas­ 
sive loss of blood—the kind of in­ 
jury often suffered on a battlefield 
—or a man near death may be 
saved if blood is literally pumped 
Into an artery under pressure. 
Col. Douglas B. Kendrick of the 
U. S. Army Medical Corps told the 
American 
Association 
of 
Blood 
Banks 
in 
Minneapolis 
that 
the 
arterial transfusion technique, de­ 
spite its dangers, is the best new 
method of combatting shock. 
In one case, he said, a soldier lay 
near death on the operating table 
at Walter Reed Hospital in Wash­ 


ington. His blood pressure was near 
jzero and his pulse too feeble to be 
■felt. A surgeon Inserted a needle 
into an artery, turned on a special­ 
ly designed hand pump, and started 
blood moving into the man’s right 
leg. 
In 90 seconds the soldier’s blood 
pressur4—as measured by the cuff 
on his left arm—was normal. 
Col. Kendrick said the arterial 
technique has an important addi­ 
tional advantage over venous trans­ 
fusions. In the latter, there is no 
way 
of 
determining 
how 
nyich 
blood is needed. Sometimes too 
much Is transfused and the patient’s 
heart is overloaded. 
But in the arterial technique, a 
pump and pressure gauge unit can 
be arranged so that blood is pump­ 
ed into the body at a fixed pres­ 
sure equal to the normal arterial 
pressure. 
As soon as the patient's arterial 
blood pressure climbs back from 
shock to a normal level it will bal­ 
ance the transfusion pressure and 
the inflow of blood will stop. 
In emergencies, a surgeon can 
make his own fixed-pressure pump

Curtain Gray 
On Other Side

I 
B E R L IN — (IN S) — The color of 
the other side of the iron curtain 
is gray. 
The dreary drabness in the Soviet 
sector of Berlin is plain to feel as 
well as see. Its people, its buildings, 
even the streets at dusk have none 
of the bright, neon glitter of the 
shops just a block away. 
It ’s easy to see through the iron 
| curtain cutting Berlin and even 
I easier to get behind it. 
There is 
j nothing more to mark the line than 
a road sign saying “ You are leaving 
{the 
American 
sector.” 
There 
is 
j nothing more to stop you and thou­ 
sands m ill each way every day. 
Private automobiles are checked 
just Inside each sector for smuggled 
goods. 
Pedestrians roam at will. 
By an actual count on a warm Sun­ 
day 
afternoon 
there 
were more 
American and British uniforms rub­ 
bernecking at the big Soviet war 
memorial at Treptow than there 
were Russian. 
W ith a German guide who lost an 
arm at St. Lo as a Werhmacht cor­ 
poral, this correspondent took a 
visiting fireman’s tour through the 
once mighty capital that today still 
has 3,300,000 inhabitants, about a 
million under its pre-war peafc. 
In the American sector Just be­ 
yond the imposing buildings of the 
Tempelhof airdrome lies a park, one 
end of which is now a thirty-foot 
plateau covering many acres and 
built of rubble from destroyed build­ 
ings, on which scores of kids floated 
bat-shaped kites. 
Over it is being strewn topsoil and 
a new park wdll be grown. 
There 
was, however, no waste of good 
bricks. 
During the airlift the un­ 
employed were put to chipping and 
cleaning those salvageable and long 
walls of them line the sidewalk In 
every block. 
Once beyond the road sign a visi­ 
tor’s first intimation of having pass­ 
ed into the Soviet orbit is a fence 
poster caricaturing Uncle Sam who 
is pictured showering gold from a 
watering can on Germany's indus­ 
trial Ruhr district. 
There seems to be no great dif­ 
ference in the people at first. 
At 
the huge park enclosing the Soviet 
war memorial, girls and their boy 
friends hugged and kissed on the 
benches, youngsters romped in the 
grass and old folks strolled along the 
cement walks Just as in parks all 
over the world. 
A small knot of Soviet G Is In 
their loose, bulky khaki uniforms 
jabbered 
among 
themselves 
and 
| then stood warily, curiously watch­ 
ful of a few visiting American offi- 
: cers. 
The Red soldiers are husky, with 
closely cropped Jiair. 
They loo* 
neat, but their uniforms are ill- 
fitting compared to those of a U. S. 
soldier and show need of cleaning 
even from a 10-foot inspection. 
Farther along, two Russian lieu­ 
tenants in long gray overcoats with 
a bosomy, good-looking girl were 
better off. 
Cheerily they threw a 
casual salute to the American offi­ 
cers and grinned. 
The salute was 
returned. 
Outside this showplace built by 
German labor, much of it with ma­ 
terial from the dismantled reichs- 
chancellory of Adolf Hitler, there 
is less for the Soviets to be proud of. 
For miles one of the main prewar 
shopping 
streets 
Is 
dead. 
Even 
Stalin Strasse, down which 1,500,000 
youth marched in the Soviet youth 
rally last summer, is something to 
make one shudder. 
The festival 
hangovers, such as now weather- 
dimmed signs, including American 
flags on the walls, the mid-street 
statues of pretty girls and handsome 
boys with heads upflung into the 
bright future of the Soviet world, 
cannot distract from the terrible 
surroundings. 
Bombed-out, shot-out streets and 
sideways seems to stretch endlessly 1 
with only an occasional car and a 
few pedestrians to. break the aw'ful 
monotony of desolation.

Mere Scraps 
Of Paper 


International relations would be In less of 
today lf treaties had the binding force they once naa 
—or were supposed to have. At this particular mom ent 
we have Egypt denouncing unilaterally its 1936 treaty 
with Britain and Iran making hash of a written 
agreement with the British on its oil. And the Soviet 
government m aintained from its beginnings, “Govern­ 
ments th a t spring from a revolution are not bound 
to respect the obligations of fallen governments.” 
Soviet Foreign Minister Vishinsky has complained 
because “President Trum an told the whole world th a t 
an agreement with the Soviet Union Is not worth a 
scrap of paper.” Well, our State D epartm ent insists 
th a t the Russians have violated their 1921 treaty with 
Iran (as reaffirmed in 1928 and again in 1942), their 
treaty of August, 1945, with Chiang K ai-shek’s China, 
the peace treaties with the former Nazi satellite states, 
to say nothing of the Yalta agreements of February, 
1945, the Potsdam declaration of July, 1945, Allied 
armistice agreements, and decisions of the Council of 
Foreign Ministers. 
The Russians on their side insist th a t the peace 
treaty with Japan recently signed at San Francisco 
was a violation of treaty commitments. Moscow com­ 
plains also th a t the Allies have no legal right to try, 
as they are now trying, to revise the Italian peace 
treaty with or without the consent of the Soviet Union, 
a treaty signatory. 
After G erm any opened World W ar I by violating 
the treaty on Belgian neutrality to which Germany 
had been a party, Chancellor Bethmann-Hollweg told 
th e Reichstag: “Necessity knows no law . . . The 
wrong we have done, w*e will try to make good as soon 
as our military objectives have been reached.” When 
G reat Britain cited the violation of Belgian neutral­ 
ity as grounds for declaring war, Germany accused 
the British of going to war over a “scrap of paper.” 
Yet after the war the British and French allowed 
H itler to make scraps of paper of clauses of the Ver­ 
sailles peace treaty, beginning in 1936 with the clause 
forbidding rearm am ent of the Rhineland. H itlers ex­ 
cuse was th a t the treaty had been “dictated.” But his 
actions were violations also of the Locarno trea ies, 
which Germany had signed voluntarily. 
Meantime Japan by its military invasion of M an­ 
churia had violated the League of Nations Covenant, 
the Kellogg-Briand treaty, and the Washington Nine- 
Power Treaty. And in 1936 Italy’s undeclared war in 
Ethiopia violated Article 12 of the League of Nations 
Covenant, according to the League Council itself. The 
covenant wa* in the form of an international treaty. 
Nazi Germany concluded a treaty of alliance with 
Communist Russia in August. 1939. but the treaty did 
not prevent the Nazis from invading Russia less .han 
two years later. The Soviet Union in tu rn denounced 
unilaterally the Soviet-Finnish n o n -aggression treaty 
0^1932 And it was agreed at the Yalta conference 
th a t the Soviet Union would enter the war again. .

Finnegan's Day 
The picture of the life of a collector of internal 
revenue, as drawn by Jam es P. Finnegan in hi.*? testi­ 
mony before a House Ways and Means subcommittee 
Is entrancing. Finnegan, a large and genial back­ 
slapper, who held this post for seven years in St. 
Louis, has had some trouble remembering dates, 
amounts of money and the like. But his account of 
how he ran his office during those seven enchanted 
years holds, nevertheless, a certain charm. 
Finnegan was no tax expert, he told the committee, 
and never pretended to be one. He took the collector’s 
job only on condition th a t he be allowed to continue 
his private law practice, which brought him in an 
average of $33,000 a year from 1947 to 1949. He spent 
as m any as two, three and sometimes four hours a 
day in his office bs collector. But he found the Job 
to be taking too much of his time. 
So, Finnegan says, he tried three limes to resign 
but President Trum an kept asking him to .M ayon^H j 
was even so relaxed th a t he forgot to collect $2,444 or 
his own income tax due the government 
Well ifs nice work if you can get it, and there 
• rr people who mieht be able to baar tip u n d e r^tho 
strain of working two or thro* hours a day for *1™ 00 
a rear eren if the husky Finnegan cannot. But they 
aren't often offered th a t kind of Job while 
Finnegans seem to have trouble resigning them. 


Japan Makes An Offer 
Having learned th a t a straight swap of manufar- 
tured goods for raw materials does not appeal to the 
Asiatic nations, Japan has made a new offer. Tokyo 
now proposes to exchange capital goods—probably 
machinery—and technical skill for rubber and tin, 
among other Items. 
If a deal of this sort can be arranged on mutually 
satisfactory terms, it m ight work out reasonably satis­ 
factorily, Countries on the Asian mainland are ex­ 
tremely backward in manufacture. Japan, of course, 
has both the experience and ability to make goods 
cheaply and profitably. T h a t’s why her competition is 
feared by her neighbors. 
If. therefore. Japan Is willing to furnish both m a­ 
chines and know-how, the Asiatic nations should not 
summarily reject the offer wtaich has been made. They 
would gain, as well as Japan, by that kind of bargain. 


Sowing The Wheat 
Fifteen million acres of Kansas soil are going into 
w heat for next year's harvest. Kansas is the nation s 
premier wheat state, and produces approximately 20 
per cent of the national crop. 
The seeding, now more th an half completed, is 
going forward under favorable conditions, with suffi­ 
cient moisture to insure early germination and early 
growth against the hazards of winter. This was not 
the case last year, and the results were apparent in 
the recent harvest. 
This will n o t’be K ansas’ largest planting of wheat, 
the p*ak year having been 1938. when 17,000,000 acres 
of Kansas soil were devoted to the crop.

The Complaints O f 
The Hysterical 


A 
group 
of 
50 
women 
with 
hysteria was studied recently and 
was found to have a total of 1,153 
medical complaints. These varied 
from 
headache 
and 
nausea 
to 
numbness and fits. A similar sur­ 
vey of 50 healthy women unearthed 
only 177 symptoms. 
Hysteria 
has 
been 
recognized 
since antiquity. As demonstrated in 
this investigation, the majority of 
victims are plagued by innumer­ 
able types of discomfort. These are 
not imaginary but of emotional 
origin and the physician is unable 
to detect any physical abnormality 
to account for them. The suffers 
look healthy and even cheerful, yet 
they talk as though they were “not 
long for this world.” This manner 
and attitude distinguish the hys­ 
terical subject from individuals with 
the usual illnesses. 


In the study mentioned, each 
patient totaled from ll to 35 symp­ 
toms. More than 94 per cent of tho 
series were bothered with headache 
and more than 70 per cent spoke of 
a lump in the throat, nausea, loss of 
appetite, abdominal pain, inability 
to eat certain foods, shortness of 
breath, palpitation of the heart, 
anxiety attacks or dizzy spells. Dis­ 
turbances of the menstrual, sexual, 
and 
reproductive 
functions 
also 
were con||non; 98 per cent presented 
sexual symptoms of some type, tho 
most common of which was indif­ 
ference. Aches and pains in the 
back, joints, and extremities were 
mentioned. 
Fainting 
spells, 
fits, 
trances, 
nervousness, 
depression, 
blurred vision, and transient blind­ 
ness also were high on the list. One 
woman reported: “I’m sore all over. 
Can’t explain it. I ’ve been sick all 
my life. It has taken $10,000 to 
keep me alive. This is my 76th hos­ 
pitalization.” 
The hysteria patient also is talka­ 
tive and loves to relate dramatic 
incidents associated with previous 
illnesses, hospitalization, and hap­ 
penings in her personal life. The 
patients are friendly, especially to 
the medical profession, which is 
strange considering how little they 
receive In return. T^he.se patients 
often admit they have not been 
helped by any previous treatment. 


There also w*ere more admissions 
to the hospitals and a larger num­ 
ber of operations in this group than 
the ordinary individual encountered. 
The women averaged 6 4 hospitali­ 
zations, as compared with 3.2 per 
woman with a chronic medical ill­ 
ness and 1.2 for healthy control 
subjects. Hospital beds were oc­ 
cupied twice as often as by the 
woman with assorted medical con­ 
ditions such as cancer or ulcer, and 
five times as often as the healthy 
woman. 
These 
50 
patients 
had 
undergone a total of 190 major op­ 
eration* In their lifetimes, which 
again is far in excess of the figure 
in a control series. In 72 per cent, 
the appendix had been removed 
and 46 per cent had had a pelvic 
operation of one type or another. 
Many readers will conclude from 
this survey that the person with 
hysteria is being exploited by the 
medical profession. This is not true, 
as anyone who has cared for a 
number of such sufferers will tes­ 
tify. They complain so bitterly and 
are so determined that “something 
be done” that physicians may be 
forced to do an exploratory opera­ 
tion, for example, to make absolute­ 
ly certain that organic disease is 
not present. Hysteria in men is not 
common and is observed most fre­ 
quently in military hospitals.

However, 
they now 
figure that they can easily label 
the Truman gesture as politics, for 
tw'o reasons: 
1. Although the President had 
talked to General Clark a couple of 
weeks earlier and got his consent 
to serve as Vatican ambassador, ha 
did not send the appointment to 
the Senate until late on the last 
day Congress was in session. 
Thus, 
GOP leaders intend to point out, 
Mr. Truman could not have been 
too serious about getting the new 
ambassador confirmed. 
2. The further fact that General 
Clark, a military man, must get a 
special act of Congress to permit 
him to serve, gives him a double 
hurdle to overcome and further 
postpones the date w’hen he can 
take office. 
Thus GOP leaders figure 
tho 


President has made the mistake of 
alienating large segments of Pro­ 
testant voters, while gaining no new 
friends among Catholics. 
And thby 
certainly intend to brand the Vati­ 
can appointment.—when the cam­ 
paign gets hot—as pure politics. 


Hot Potato In Ohio 


Buried in the files of the Senate 
Elections Committee, however, is 
some anti-Catholic campaign litera­ 
ture which has Republican strate­ 
gists much more worried. 
This is 
the reason why the Elections Com­ 
mittee has been teetering back and 
forth trying to make up its mind 
about a real probe of the Ohio 
election. 
Senator Taft made what is now 
considered a serious error by de­ 
manding that the Ohio campaign be 
investigated. 
What he had in mind 
was the large amounts of money 
spent by labor against him. 
But 
what preliminary investigation turn­ 
ed up was: 
1. Around $2,000,000 poured in by 
all sorts of people to support him. 
2. An anti-Catholic c a m p a i g n 
against his Democratic opponent, 
Jumping Joe Ferguson, a Catholic. 
Highlight of this campaign was 
a letter, dated Oct. 3, 1950, signed 
by Rev. F. R. Stoneburner of Day­ 
ton, a Lutheran, and widely cir­ 
culated throughout Ohio. 
It read: 
Today In Washington 


WASHINGTON — Everybody is 
off 
the 
hook 
now — politically 
speaking — on the matter of send­ 
ing an ambassador to the V atican. 
By deciding not to make a recess 
appointment of Gen. Mark Clark, 
Mr. Truman has saved the day — 
for everybody in politics. 
There 
probably will not be any U. S. am­ 
bassador sent to the Vatican in the 
foreseeable future — largely because 
of the way a vote on the issue itself 
will be sidetracked. 
Members of Congress in both 
houses will be asked to vote next 
January on whether the law should 
be amended to permit military offi­ 
cers to accept diplomatic posts. If 
the resolution isn t adopted, there 
would bp no point In bringing up 
the nomination of General Clark for 
confirmation in the Senate. 
The 
special legislation affecting General 
Clark may never come out of com­ 
mittee in the House — at least not 
until after the 1952 campaign—and, 
if it does, the proposal may be re­ 
jected (in the ground that selection 
for diplomatic posts and other civi­ 
lian posts should be made from the 
retired list rather than from officers 
on active duty. There are dozens 
of political excuses that can be 
made on the roll calls In Congress 
and issues raised to prevent the 
proposal from coming to a vote or 
from getting a clear expression on 
the issue of a Vatican ambassador 
itself. 


Truman W ill Get Credit 


Mr. Truman, for his part, will get 
whatever political credit he had in 
mind among supporters of the idea 
of sending an ambassador to the 
Vatican, even though it is never 
accomplished. 
Some of the persons who are in a 
position to know the views of im­ 
portant members of the Catholic 
hierarchy in this country say, how­ 
ever, it was a mistake on the part 
of the President to raise the issue in 
the way he did, because it stimulates 
friction on religious questions. 
Curiously enough, President Tru­ 
man and the State Department did 
not 
follow customary diplomatic 
practice in handling the nomination 
of General Clark. The rule is to ask 
the country to which the ambassa­ 
dor or minister is to be sent whether

the particular individual is accept­ 
able. 
This procedure is sometimes 
frustrated 
by 
the 
necessity 
for 
prom pt action. 
Thus, in the case 
of former Mayor O’Dwyer of New' 
York City, the Mexican government 
learned of the appointment only a • 
few hours before it was made, so 
that there was no opportunity to 
express any considered opinion. 
In the case of General Clark, the 
Vatican learned about the appoint­ 
ment for the first time through the 
newspapers. This, it is said, did not 
please vatican circles. United Preas 
dispatches from 
Rome say that 
“Vatican sources expressed disap­ 
pointment over 
the 
manner 
in 
which the nomination of General 
Clark is being handled.” 


Other Problems 


There are also complications that 
could arise in connection with the 
foreign registration law. It requires 
that all persons who are in any way 
representatives of foreign govern­ 
ments shall register and be subject 
to periodic inspections as to their 
activities. 
One of the Evangelical 
church groups has announced its 
belief that, if the Vatican Is a for­ 
eign government, all representatives 
of the church in the United States, 
including priests, would be techni­ 
cally subject to the registration re­ 
quirement. 
There Is, of course, in Washington 
an Apostolic delegate who lives in a 
legation building and carries on 
what has hitherto been unofficial 
correspondence with the Vatican. If 
the United States were to send an 
ambassador to the Vatican, the 
Apostolic delegate in Washington 
would become a papal nuncio and a 
full-fledged member of the diplo­ 
matic corps here and would be en­ 
titled to all the privileges and im­ 
munities which are normally grant­ 
ed to the diplomatic members of 
foreign governments by the Ameri­ 
can government. Informal relations 
between the Apostolic legation here 
and the State Department, without 
formal recognition, it is being sug­ 
gested, could bring to Washington 
all the valuable information gather­ 
ed by the Vatican from iron curtain 
countries.

Organizing For 
Eisenhower 
WASHINGTON 
Sen. Robert A. Taft's wonderfully 
unsurprising announcement of his 
candidacy for the Republican nom­ 
ination has had at least one good 
effect that Sen. Taft did not look 
for. It has spurred the Republican 
supporters of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower to tackle the all-important 
problem of organizing their forces. 
Hitherto, the real inner weakness 
of the Eisenhower movement in the 
Republican party has not been the 
uncertainty as to Gen. Eisenhower’s 
future intentions. The real weak­ 
ness has been the character of the 
movement itself—a loose coalition 
of local political potentates, each 
with his owm claims and touchiness­ 
es, each eyeing all the others with 
visible suspicion. 
Now, however, the main group­ 
ings in the movement have coms 
together at a series of meetings held 
here ta Washington by Sens. James 
Duff of Pennsylvania, Irving Ives 
of New York, Frank Carlson of 
Kansas and Henry Cabot Lodge of 
Massachusetts. These senators, act­ 
ing either as plenipotentiaries or as 
principals, have reached agreement 
on certain major points. 
First, the headquarters of the 
Eisenhower movement will be in 
the General’s home state, at To­ 
peka, Kan. The headquarters are 
expected to be opened there rather 
shortly under the joint auspices of 
Sen. Carlson and his partner, Kan­ 
sas National Committeemen Harry 
Darby, and they will most probably 
be placed under Darby's direction. 
Will Open Office 
Second, what may be called an 
organizing office will also be opened 
almost immediately in Washington. 
This office will be a cooperative 
venture, where the interested Sen­ 
ators can keep tabs on progress 
throughout the country. 
Third, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York has been fully informed 
of these prospective steps. An un­ 
derstanding has been reached that 
the New York governor will let his 
allies publicly lead the Eisenhower 
parade, confining his own overt ef­ 
fort to New York and the Eastern 
states, but quietly lending a hand 
elsewhere when this will be useful. 
The purpose is to lull the sus­ 
picion that the Eisenhower move­ 
ment may be a concealed Dewey 
movement, which is already enter­ 
tained by some people who under­ 
rate both Dewey’s political hard­ 
headedness, and the fervent sin­ 
cerity he brings to this fight. 


If this pattern of organization 
can be made to work, it should bo 
highly effective. It represents 
a 
logical division of responsibility. It 
knits together all the various main 
groups of Eisenhower backers ta a 
coherent manner. It assures th® 
maximum of coalition effort. In­ 
deed, it has every virtue except the 
virtue 
that cannot 
be 
achieved 
until Gen. Eisenhower himself ii 
prepared to say to his supporters, 
“Here is the man I want to head 
things up.” 
With a .serious organization in 
the field against them, Sen. Taft 
and his backers will do well not to 
be deceived by their own propa­ 
ganda. aimed of course at doubting 
delegates, 
that 
the 
Eisenhower 
movement is a mirage, and that the 
Taft bandwagon is a sort of politi­ 
cal juggernaut. There is no argu­ 
ment 
about 
Gen. 
Eisenhower’s 
superior popularity. And with such 
men as Gov. Dewey and Sens. Carl­ 
son. Duff and Lodge actively or­ 
ganizing for Eisenhower, and firmly 
declaring their owm certainty that 
Eisenhower will be available, the 
effect on doubting delegates should 
be immediate and important 
Question Remains 
The great question will still re­ 
main, of course, as to whether these 
leaders read Gen. Eisenhower’s in­ 
tention correctly, and as to when 
the General may be able to declare 
his candidacy. But even on this 
head, there is cold comfort for Sen. 
Taft in certain facts which can now 
be stated on the highest authority, 
In brief, several of the Eisenhower 
leaders were in intimate touch with 
the General prior to his appoint­ 
ment as NATO commander, when 
he was actually just about to take 
the major step of enrolling himself 
as a Republican. Since the General s 
departure for Europe, these same 
men have maintained a quiet but 
to them entirely satisfactory and 
encouraging liaison with him. And 
it is because of these unseen con­ 
tacts, that the pro-Eisenhower chief­ 
tains declare with such certainty 
that they have no fear their candi­ 
date will not be available at the 
last moment. 
In addition, there is the further 
fact that can now be revealed, that 
certain of these Eisenhower leaders 
have also had representatives work­ 
ing out in the states for a good 
many months, with most hopeful 
responses. In short, there may still 
be a lot of “ifs” in the Eisenhower 
movement, but It is infinitely less 
iffy than the Taft propagandists so 
hopefully suggest.

Eye On Nelson Case 


Probers Find Low Morale 
At Three U. S. Marine Posts 


W ASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (ZP) — A 
Senate investigating committee to­ 
day criticized home-front training 
conditions at some U. S. Marine 
bases as contributing to low morale 
among the leathernecks and wasting 
the taxpayers’ money. 
Citing widespread complaints, the 
committees report singled out a 
variety of cases ranging from poor 
food and flimsily protected open- 
air showers to overstaffing in “chair 
corps” positions. 
The report recommended that wo­ 
men replace some of the able-bodied 
desk men. 
At the Pentagon, a Marine spokes­ 
man told reporters: 
“The Marine Corps is studying the 


report with a view of taking cor­ 
rective action where indicated.” 
Several camp commandants cri­ 
ticized in the report promised sim­ 
ilar “corrective” steps. 
The report was Issued by Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson (D-Tex) as chair­ 
man of a preparedness subcommittee 
of the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee. It was the 31st report of the 
subcommittee since it was set up as 
a "watchdog” over the nation’s mo­ 
bilization program. 
The group said it found dissatis­ 
faction and low morale — particul­ 
arly among reservists recently called 
to duty — at three Marine bases: 
El Toro and Camp Pendleton in 
California and Camp LeJeune in 
North Carolina.

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Early Baby Doctors Had Good Ideas, 
Erred In Weaning Infants On Beer 


TORONTO, Ont.—tip)—Some baby« 
doctors of earlier 
centuries 
were; 
ages ahead of 
the 
moderns 
in 1 
treating certain ailments but erred 
in sanctioning such practices as 
weaning infants on bread, sugar and 
beer. 


So said Dr. T. G. H. Drake of 
Toronto’s Hospital for Sick Children 
at a session of the 20th annual 
meeting of the American Academy 
of Pediatrics. 
He staged an exhibit of surgical 
instruments and other equipment 


used in the delivery, care and feed­ 
ing of infants from the time of the 
ancient Greeks and Romans up to 
1840 A. D. His daughter, Nina John­ 
ston, assisted him. 
He and Dr. Alan Brown, physician 
in chief of the same hospital, told; 
| a reporter that even as recently a.1 
I the early 1900’s death rates among 
! infants were “ enormously” high, due 
to such things as faulty under­ 
standing of nutrition. 
N utritional defects, they said, of­ 
ten made children easier prey to 


many of the bacterial infections 
which are now largely controlled by 
modern drugs and vaccines. 
Dr. Drake said that in the seven­ 
teenth, eighteenth and early nine­ 
teenth centuries—before the days 
of m ilk pasteurization—doctors fre­ 
quently would condone copious m ix­ 
tures of bread, sugar and beer or 
water as supposed 
nutrients 
for 
infants. 
‘The babies would appear to be 
fat and healthy,” he said, “ but ac­ 
tually, they would just be ‘blown 


up babies’ w ith sugar and liquid 
Dr. Drake commented: 
loosely held in their tissues, leaving 
“ It wasn’t until the 1900’s that 
them vulnerable to all sorts of in- modern medicine ‘rediscovered’ the 
: fee Mons.” 
“ But,” he added, “ let’s not think 
these earlier century doctors didn’t 
know anything.” 
He and Dr. Brown said rare medi - j 
cal records show that as early as 
1650, a French doctor recognized 
I the symptoms of rickets and recom­ 
mended "piteously stripping such! 
'children and placing them out in 
the sun.”
